The FPresidents FProclamation.

We give below all that is proclaimed in the
recent proclamation of President Johnson, mi-
nus the “whereas,” or prefatory part of the
same. It puts an end to the I'rovisional Gey-
ernment of Texas, and declares that the insur-
rection is at an end, and-that civil authority
now exisls thronghout the wholo of the United
Btates of America. We supyose if eivil author-
ity does cxist throughout the land, that milita-

ry authority does not, and is subordinate to
the civil :

I, Andrew Johnson, President of the United
States, do hereby proclaim and deelare that
the insurrection which heretofore existed in the
Btate of Texas is at an end, and it is to be
henceforth so regarded in that State, as in the
other States before named, in which such in-
gurrection was proclaimed to be at an end hy
the aforesnid preclamation of the 21 day of
April, 1866. Aud I do further proclain that

d insurrection is at an end, and that pence,
order, tranquility and civil anthority now ex-
istin and throughout the whole of the United |
Btates of America,

hand andoauscd the seal of the United Statcs
fo be aflixed. Doue at the City of Washing-
ton, this 20th day of Angust, .

Sounthern Delegates atthe Con-
vention.
Though cheering to the patriot to sece the
North and South, through their representa-
tives, exchange warm grecting in the City of
Brotherly Love, it was impossible for the glow
of friendliness to conceal the shadow of defent
that was there with the conquered, more visi-
ble than the pride of victory with the conquex-
ors. It was impossibla to suppress the thought
—how changed from the pride and firmmness
and strength of will that were once the cle—
ments of Southern character. We will confess
that to us the impression was painfully con-
veyed that the South, if fairly represented at
the Convention, is bending too low in its enger-
ness to concilinte the North, There are, it is
true, some noble exceptions in the persons of
men who realize that manhood need not forfeit
either dignity or independence in misfortune ;
but many of the Southern delegates seem to
have huried their pride of race in the grave of
the Confederacy. They wear too much (he
aspect of courtiers at the footstool of power to
be true types of the people who fought so well,
and who endured 50 much for the maintenauce
of their polilical nith. We do not for a mo-
meut believe that these men are conecious of
self-abasement, that they have deliberaiely as.
sumed the office of time-sorvors P we u'u.uply
believe that they liave overcstimated the price

thut they must pay for their political rehalili-
tation,

It is true that the South has much at stake ;
too true that her people are prostrate, helpless,
sulfering and dependent upon the triumph of
Conservitism.  But the Conservative ciuse de-
‘mands no such sacrifice at their hands ns they
are willing to offer. It will achieye ity triumph
in the natural course that the public sentiment
is taking. The inevitable results of the waAr
must be aceepled, and it is well to accepl them
gracetully aud with no sullen submission But
iL is Dot uecessary to sacrifice that manly inde-
pendence which was the congpicuous virtue of
the Southern race. It is nov necessary to be
the abjeet slaves of expediency. It may be
neccssary to stoop to conquer, and we admit
that many precious Southern rights have to he
regained by conquest in politieal warfare, Lut
not g0 low ; nut to crawl to conquer.

In truth, the Southern delegates value too
highly the alliance of Conservative Republi-
cans; and intheir engerness to concilinte those
offshots of Radicalism, they are too willing to
throw all their jewels into the gulf. This is
neithier politie nor ereditable. They will fare
better by demanding the right as freewen than
Ly begging for it as bondmen,

They have nothing to be ashamed of in the
antecedents or in the present eondition of their
constituents. The South can hold her record
up with pride in the brond glare of enlighten-
weal, and demund from the nations a o
to the coustancy anid vaior of her scny, L%:u
need be no humilistion in defeat where all has
been done that courage and devotion could ne-
complish; but there is howiliation in fawning
upon  conquerors ke hounds that liek the
hands that have sconrged them to the kennel.
The South has claimed that the best hlowd of
the Republic flowed in the veins of Southern
men ; but il they now consent to the parasites
of power, we shall begin to believe that the
Lloud they were so proud of has all been spill
cd upon their hattle-fields. If the Southern
delegates eannot  maintain the independence
and the principles of their section, they should
have sent the women of the South to the Con-
vention; the women who sacrificed all, whose
courage nover (aliercd, whose devotion never
shrinked from nny irinl, whose exanple was
an inspiration to Lercvism, and who to-day,
unconquered amid the ruins of their hopes, nid
sorrow stvicken heside the graves of their loved
ones, are the true types ot the glory of their
land.—XN, ¥, Newes,

Their platform is not only one of emphatic
loyalty, but it is, worcover, most liberal in
spivit_on nll the great issues growing out of
the war,
. The charneter of the men who represehiled
tue Southarn States in that Convention preclu
ded us from belicving this enunciation of prin-
ciples to the insincere. They seut to it their
foremost statesmen-—men who like Rives, Gra-
ham, Orr, Parsons, Sharkey, Houston, Brock-
enbrough, Hunt, Mauning and Steveus, were
knowu thronghout the land before the war as
men of the highest character and influence.
Among the five hundared delegates from the
South thero was not a voice or 4 vote dissent -
ing from the resolutions adopted by the Con-
vention,

If the best of the Southern people are ever
to be believed, we ninst accept these solemn
declarations as sincere.  We do accept them as
conclusive evidence that a great majority of
the Southern people, sick of war and anarehy
and longing for 4 restoration of free govern-
ment, are ready 1o Lear true allegiance to the
Coustitution and laws of the Union.

We are thercfore unwilling to <ee the South-
ern people held longer in vassalage,

Believing that our Government is again in
peril, we appeal th you who have fought to
save it, nnd who bold it dear and more sacred
than all party ties. to come to the rescue. Lot
the soldiers and sunilors agrecing with us in
sentiment, but who cannot in person attend,
senl delegates through the action of their so-
cicties, or of local conventions, Let us meet
in foree at Cleveland, on the 17th of Seplem-
ber, the anniversnry of the day when the Con.
stitntion was procliimed by our forefathers,
and let us aid in restoving the Union it ereated
and the liberties it was ordained to secure.
